Steel Production Climbs 


After their meeting Saturday to 


discuss the wage dispute the steel 
strike was postponed one week.

putes involving local issues, but 
steel production, which was cur- 
tailed as last Monday's strike dead- 
line neared, continued to climb. 


The CIO United Auto Workers, 


in wage negotiations with the Ford 
Motor Co., held out for a 19^2 
cents an hour wage increase as 
recommended by the fact-finding 
board in the General Motors dis- 
pute. The company's oifer of l"1^ 
cents was rejected, but UAW-CIO 
President R. J. Thomas said "we 
are getting closer together in the 
bargaining." 


There was no indication, how- 


ever, of a break in the deadlock 
with General Motors, whose 175,- 
000 workers have been on strike 
since Nov. 21 over the union's de- 
mand for a 30 per cent pay boost.

"Big Government5' Remains 


If anyone has been doubting that 


"big government", with most of 
its controls, is going to be with 
us for i long time. President Tru- 
man's recent radio talk to the 
people should have set him right. 
And it is doubtful that the Presi- 
dent derived any joy from break- 
ing the news. 


It nas been Mr. Truman's fre- 


quently expressed hope that the 
federal government might relax 
its wartime controls over business 
quickly, once victory was achieved, 
and cease playing so intimate and 
intricate a part in ^he lives of 
of its citizens. But the unexpected 
turn of events since V-J Day has 
shattered that hope. It is evident 
now that the government retreat 
from business can't and won't pro- 
ceed according to plan, at least 
in the near future. 


Some of the reasons for this can 


be blamed on business itself. Pri- 
vate enterprise 
seems to have 


grown flabby from its restricted 
activity during the war years. It 
is out of condition, and 
has 


fumbled a good many chances that 
have come its way since it got 
back in the game. 


So we see controls on prices and 


production being restored after 
having once been removed. We see 
private business, along with the 
unions, flopping completely in an 
effort to solve labor-management 
differences without government in- 
terference. Some businessmen who 
were crying loudest for a return 
to private enterprise now seem to 
be standing around helplessly wait- 
ing for the government to "do 
something" for them. 


But all the blame can't be put 


on the businessmen or the labor 
leaders. Government itself is in 
no 
small measure 
responsible 


There is a tendency to pass more 
laws and appoint more boards 
•when present laws and board 
don't function sensibly or efficient 
ly. There is hesitancy and inepti 
tude by both the executive and 
legislative branches which hav 
Jed to open defiance on some oc 
casions. and on others to a para 
lyzing doubt as to what the gov 
ernment's next move would be. 


President Truman called for ac 


tion and decision in 1946. Thes 
must come from all sifles. The gov 
eminent needs to produce quickb 
a wiser and fairer program fo 
unwinding itself from a wartim 
organization than it has shown t 


' date. Business must demonstrat 


a more intelligent use of the free 


• doms it has been shouting for 


Labor must show a more reason 
able attitude toward it contribu 
tion to the general good as we 
as to labors good. 


And the great pressure group of 


the whole public, to which Mr. 


New York—Old Charlie Har- 


wood has been replaced as gover- 
nor of the Virgin Islands, appar- 
ently without even the courtesy 
of a kick in the pants to help 
him downstairs because Charlie 
Ross. President Truman's secre- 
tary, in announcing the nomina- 
tion of Judge William Henry 
Hastie said he didn't know wheth- 
er Judge Harwood had sent in his 
resignation. 


They could have been more 


civil, for old Charlie has been a 
loyal party plug for many years, 
but they probably were sore at
